His social nature, his craving for com- 
panionship, is of no less importance in the development of the world than his 
economic side. He is not unreasonable when he demands that he may know and 
enjoy at least some of the compensating pleasures of life.

Much is being heard about EFFICIENCY. What does it mean? Who is it that is making.all the 
noise about it? 


'' 


As far as the organized workers can see there are but two classes urging and crying for efficiency. 
One is the paid reformers of the Anti-saloon league, whom we will dismiss without discussion as 
they have never yet advocated, much less done, anything for The* Worker. The other is a certain 
class of employers. Their interest is worth thinking about. 


- At this particular time, this "Efficiency".effort is being aimed 
at the drinking privileges of The Worker. But that is only 
the first gun. Later the campaign is to include his smoking, 
his "movie" and his only opportunity for outdoor pleasure- 
on Sunday. In short "efficiency'/ as this particular advocate 
views it means the curtailment and elimination of every op-- 
portunity for The Worker or his family to enjoy the little 
liberties and pleasures that still remain to him. Why? 


We might just as well be frank about this. It is simply be- 
cause this class of employer is afraid if his workman spends 
a dollar or two a week for a glass of beer, cigar and an oc- 
casional visit with his family to the "movie," a trip to a 
park or the country, that he will expect his employer to pay 
the bill. The latter reasons that whatever expense for plea- 
sures he cuts'off from his employes in their leisure moments 
will lessen to that extent the • demand upon him for wages. 
That is the secret for his "efficiency" move. They are not 
willing that The Worker while weary from excessive toil, 
shall have even a refreshing and invigorating glass of beer. 
And you know and everybody else knows that in fact'beer is 
beneficial in every way and harmful in no way to. the moder- 
ate drinking worker. [And, today the working class is prac- 
tically limited to beer as a .beverage.] They would deny him 
everything that increases his cost of living because as this 


rises the greater is the demand for wages. They.would re- 
duce their nien to mere cogs in the industrial machine. 


If the worker is really the object of all this solicitude and not 
the employers' pocketbook, then why do not these "efficien- 
cy" exponents take the workers into their confidence and 
together work out the problem of their welfare? But these 
employers are not of that type. A look at some we have in 
Wisconsin shows that they are the kind who opposed the 
child labor laws and fought the eight hour day. And "effic- 
iency" to them does not mean an intelligent, happy, conten- 
ted fellow man—one who works .with energy from whistle to 
whistle and relaxes and takes a little pleasure between turns 
—even if it does cost a few dimes. To him it means speeding 
The Worker up to do in eight hours what can humanely be 
done in ten -or twelve and cutting off all pleasures of the rest 
hours for fear it may require money. His purpose is to scale 
down your wage and speed up your labor. 


Study this "efficiency" move for yourself. You will find that 
its exponents are not philanthropists. They are thinking 
solely of profits. They are not proposing a single thing for 
the benefit'of The Workers. 
All they desire is to further 


control you in your rest hours. They may rightfully own 
your time of toil'' but your heritage is your period of rest-- 
it's opportunity for study, for rest, for recreation.

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THE POWER INTERESTS 


T 


HE drive of the power interests, who are seeking to secure 


control of the vast public power resources appears to be 


checkmated for the present at least in the house of representa- 
tives. 


Gifford Pinchot sets forth, in an article appearing in another 


column of this issue, the present status of the water power ques- 
tion in Congress. The House of Representatives appears to be 
of the opinion that six billions of public property might just as 
well be developed in a manner that will benefit all the people in- 
stead of a few. 
. 


The senate has already shown its complete subserviency to 


the power lobby by passing the Shields bill, which makes; ^pres- 
ent of the most valuable public resource now remaining-to the' 
few individuals, who control most of the present developed water 
powers of the country.

The twelve-year fight to ieep the 


nation's water power from capture by 
the power monopolists is at last on -the 
verge of being won. The administra- 
tion water power bill, now before Con- 
gress*, opens the way to save for the 
people of the United States their most 
valuable natural asset. 
Some ' fifty 


million water horcspowcr is at stake. 


The bill in.question \las formu-latod 


under the direction, of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, the Secretary of War and 
the Secretary of the Interior, was sub- 
mittsd to the President 
for his ap- 


proval, and ' recently put forward as 
an administration measure. . It deals 
with water power in national forests, 
public lands, Indian lands and nav- 
igable streams. 
A special committee 


of the House has been'created to con- 
iidtr it. 
It it' an 'admirable' measure, drawn 


with thorough knowlc'dge and unufual 
skill. The principles essential for the 
y/ideiuse arid development of our pub- 
lic water powers in the public interest 
are all embodied in it. 


In November . 1917, I .urged support 


of the following seven definite prin- 
ciples in water power' legislation: 


•(1) The thing to 
do .with water 


power is to develop it. Whatever re- 
tards-or restricts the development 'of 
public \vater powers on terms fair to 
the public is against public policy and 
hostile to.the general welfare;, 


(2) Water power belongs to the peo- 


ple. 
The sites where it is produced 


should always' be held in public hands, 
for only so can effective control in the 
general interest he secured. 


(3) Where public development i* not' 


desired, the right to use water jower 
sites should be leased for periods long 
enough to permit sound, attractive' and 
profitable investment, but never longer 
taan fifty years. At the ond of etich 
lease all nights should return to the 
people who' gave them. 


(1) In order to protect the con- 


sumer against extortion, rates 
and 


service nhould be r«gul»ted by federal 
authority when state or local authori- 
ties fail to do so. 
. (5) Reasonably prompt and .compete 


cievclopmtnt and continuous operation, 
subject to market conditions, should 
be required.

put this measure through without de- 
lay.

will first come before the House of 
Representatives, where an effort will 
certainly be m»4e to amend it in the 
interest of the power interests! • If 
that fails, th'e witer power, lobbyists' 
will endeavor to have the injlcfonsible 
provisions 'of the Shields bill.. sabiti-' 
tuted in the Senate for the administra- 
tion bill. 
Beaten in that,' they, will 


fall back upon the formula of obstruc- 
tion and delay they have used so suc- 
cessfully for the last- ten years.
